MORNING AND EVENING- STARS 
Venus will be Morning Star until July 21st; after that date Evening Star the 
rest of the your. f^r^Venus scts heliacally about the 5th April, and rises again, 
heliacally. about the 5th of October ; so that, between these dates it will not be 
■ visiblo morning or evening. 

Mars will rise at sunset oh the 28th November, and for the rest of the year will 
be seen above the horizon after sunset. 

Jupiter will rise at sunset on the 11th May,' and will be seen nearer the Su»afto r 
sunset, until the 27th of November, when it sets with the Sun. It sets, heliacally 
[ that is will not be visible from proximity to the Sun, about the 3d of November.

i From the impossibility owing to the blockade, of procuring the usual aids in calou- 
! lation. suoh as are found in the English Nautical Almanac, the calculations for this 
I Almanac have been made at great touble, from the original Solar and LunarTablea; 
' but it is hoped they will be found. as correct as usual. 

'. This Almanac is all in Mean Time, as it is called. This is the time that a perfeat 
' clock, accurately set, and running throughoutthe year would show ; there is no dif- 
ficulty in usiug such an Almanac. 
SUN's RISING, Sec. — This Almanac shows the time of rising and setting of the 
Sun's upper limb, corrected for refraction ; that is, it shows the time when the first 
and last rays are visible. 

MOON's RISING, &a. — .The timo of rising and setting of the Moon, if it ocirar 
in the rfoy time, is not given; when, therefore, the time of ber rUing U given, un- 
derstand that she sets sometime durinv the following day light ; and, when the time 
of her setting is given, that she rises utmetime during the preeeding day light. 

TIDES. — In computing the time of High Water, for Charleston Harbour, the 
" Observations," published in the '• United States Survey ," have been used its data. 
Tho time of butone of the daily Tides is given, viz. of ths »no which immediately 
succeeds the Meridian passage of the Moon. N 

STARS and PLANETS. — Asa .star rises, souths and sets about four minutes 
sooner every day, it will be onsy to find the time of rising, southing and setting of a 
Star, at dates fallowing or proceeding those given in the Almanac. The same rule 
will apply to the Planets Jupiter, Saturn and Wars, with sufficient ncemocy for com- 
mon purpos es. ____.

MEAN TIME AND APPARENT TIME. 

It 1» n>ual to append an explanation of the different kiadt of Time; bat the 
subject cannot be well understood without a good knowledge of Astronomy. We 
may thus give a general notion of the subject. 

Tho natural day' aro n ot °f tne same length, though nearly so, A natural day 
is tho time it takes the Sun to move, apparently, from any given point in the heav- 
ens back to the same point — as from neon to no»u. The maximum deviation of 
the natural day from its average or mean length, is only about half a minute • but 
when the shorter or longer natural days come together, as they do, for several 
mouths together, the aggregate deviation from the same number ef mean »r aver- 
age days amounts to about fifteen minutes. In a year we have a perfect circle of 
natural days, that is, in this time, they have undergone all possible changes, and 
they start the same round of change the next year, being first' shorter for several 
month*, then longer, *e. Now the mean or average length of all the natural 

days in the year is nmean day, the 24th part of such a day a mean hour, the 60th 
part of such an hour, a mean minute, and so on. 

A time pie<-<-, running uniformaly, and limo pieces could not be constructed to run 
otherwise, is intended to measure off mean days, hours, &c. This being so, from 
what has been stated as to the natural days, measured on* by the Su-h, it will be 
seen why it is, that when the Sun is at noon, the clock will very seldom show 12 
o'cloek, una Is sometimes as much as 15' before 12, and at other times 15 iniuutes 
after 18. Time as it appears to be, from the place of the Sun, is called apparent 
time ; but true mean time, that is time measured off by a fixed invariabl# standard 
(which is the sxti day) differs, as we have seen, at the maximum, us much as 15 
miuutcs from apparent time. The Table at the head of each page exemplifies this. 
HOW TO SET A TIME PIECE, 
1st MethoJ. — When the first rays of the rising Sun, or the last of tho setting 
Sun, are seen, set the clock to the time given for the 'rising or setting on tho given 
day. This method fa not very accurate, unless the horizon is clear of objects. 

'Jd Method. — Tbo»i» who have a dial or Noon mark, should proceed thus- when 

the shadew of tho Sun falls at the noon mark, set the clock to the time given in the 
Almanac, at the head of each mouth, " Suu on Meridian." This gives the time by 
the clock to within half a minute, when the shadow falls on the noon mark. ' 

It is not an easy matter to set a time-piece with full accuracy, without a noon mark- 
and such a mark every one has not the means of readily making.

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^ F.E IF WORDS OF AD VICE. 

The hand and the hoe are the instruments for eradicating weeds — 
yet if there is room between the rows for the spade it is well to use it, 

Weeds exhaust the strength of the gro.und, and if suffered to grow 
may be ealled garden sins. 

Often breaking up of the surfaea of your ground keeps the soil in 
health ; for when it lies in a hard-bound state, enriching showers run 
off, and the salubrious air cannot enter. 

It will not do to hoe a great field for a little crop, nor to mow 20 
seres for five loads of hay. Enrich the land and it will pay you. 

Never keep your cattle short. If you starve them they will starve 
you. Drive yeur business before you and it will go easily. 

In dry pastures dig for water on the brow of the hill: springs are 
mure frequently near the surface on a hightthan in a vale. 

Never plough in bad weather, or w hen the ground is Tery wet. 

It is better to cut grain just before it is fully or cUad ripe. When 
the straw immediately below the grain is so dry that on twisting it no 
juice is expressed, it should be cut, for then thsre is no further circu- 
lation of juices to the ear Kvery hour it stands uncut after this stage 
is attended with loss. Sood fences make good neighbours. 

Accounts should be kept, detailing the expense and produce of each 
field.
